Giving the Communists 
Their Own Medicine 


The Supreme Court’s decisions upholding 
convictions of Communist Eugene Dennis and 
five associates and the government’s author- 
ity to deport aliens accused of being Reds are 
strong blows against the subversive elements 
which have operated with such comparative 
ease within this country. 

These fifth columnists have plotted in 
the past under the protection of the United 
States Constitution, using every guaranteed 
right of American citizens to destroy those 
guaranteed rights: The decision will check 
the open operations of these subversives, 
whose designs as agents of a foreign govern- 
ment have been the overthrow of our own. 

We know that all Communists take their 
orders from Moscow. We know that these 
orders are to undermine our government and 
to spy upon our activities. It is inconceivable 
that this could have been possible under our 
laws. Enemy aliens should be deported and 
subversive agents should be brought to jus- 
tice. Under the-Supreme Court decisions 
these actions are now possible. 

We were made happy too, by another 
decision of the United States government 
Monday. All Soviet personnel and their 
families in this country must stay within a 
25-mile radius of Washington and New York, 
unless they give advance notice of plans to 
travel elsewhere. 

The action was retaliatory, countering 
drastic limitations already imposed on United 
States officials in the Soviet Union. 

We think it is high time the United States 
gave the Reds a dose of their own medicine.

Although he maintained a staunch friend- 
ship with the United States during his 10 
years in power, Batista is a representative of 
the Fascist strong-man movement ever pres- 
ent in Latin America. He follows the pat- 
tern of Peron in Argentina and of Spain’s 
Franco. If what has happened were not s0 
serious, his comic-opera strutting and color-

South’s Family Income 


Is Too Low for Comfort 


Census bureau figures show that family in- 
come in the South, like per capita income, is 
relatively low. Currently it is 36 per cent under 
the national average. The average family in- 
come in the South is $2,248; in the nation, $3,065. 
These figures include farm income. The large 
rural population in the South may be considered 
as accounting in part for this region’s poor show- 
ing, since farm income is generally below the 
income of city families. 

That explanation is inadequate, however. The 
census bureau, in ascertaining family income, in- 
cludes the value of stuff produced and consumed 
on the farm, such as eggs, milk, vegetables, meat, 
etc. We cannot ease our feelings about farm in- 
come by talking about all the stuff the farmer 
raises free. There is no “free” stuff to the census 
bureau. The fact is that farm standards of liv- 
ing are low because farm incomes, including 
“free” stuff, are low. 

Slowly the South seems to be narrowing the 
spread between its family income and that of 
the nation as a whole. But the difference is still 
too large for comfort.

Even Lady Elks 
Are Undependable 


Walt Disney’s made another one of those na- 
ture shorts in color again, and while this one 
doesn’t have quite the enthralling fascination 

of its predecessors—“Seal Island,”/“Beaver Valley,” and the won- 
derful “Nature’s Haif Acre,” it’s about as engrossing a film of its 


kind as you will want to see. 

This one’s about the elk that 
live in Olympic National Park, 
on the craggy peninsula that 
pokes out to shut off Puget 
Sound from the sea, and it be- 
gins with nothing but pure scen- 
ery, mostly of the fir-clad lower 
slopes, and of the high, black, 
cragged peaks blanketed’ in 
snow. 


The picture begins in the 
spring, when the pollen is 
blowing in a golden cloud on 
the spring wind, and the little 
elk calves are getting born 
and just finding their balance 
on long, shaky knobbed legs. 


The blowing of the pollen, 
and the warm breath of the 
wind is the signal to the elk 
that the time has come to make 
their great migration to the 
snow-clad pastures on the high 
peaks, where, thousands of 
feet above the sea, the valleys 
grow deep in summer grass. And 
the camera follows the bulls as 
they lead out, majestically, their 
vast spreading antlers still in 
the velvet. Behind them come 
the cows with their wobbly 
legged calves, and bringing up 
the rear the old bulls pace along, 
like querulous grandfathers, too 
stiff in the joints to keep up 
with the herd. 

Over mountain and river and 
rocky trail the herd moves, a 
tawny, slow-flowing stream, 
pausing only to graze briefly, 
to drink quickly at the blue 
pools of melted snow-water be- 
fore pushing on. Some of the 
most fascinating shots here are 
the side glances at the little fur- 
ry animals and the birds which 
watch the great drama of the 
passing herd, and the black 
bears who skulk along on the 
flanks and to the rear, hoping 
that a calf will fail, or a bull or 
a cow will break a leg. But they 
never do. 

Once arrived at the high pas- 
tures, the elk for a day or two 
frolic and dance in a_ wild, 
strange ecstasy, the staid old 
matronly cows frolicking about, 
striking out with their sharp 
front hooves in what seems to be 
pure glee. And here, knee deep 
in the meadow grasslands, the 
cows and the calves graze all 
summer, growing fat and heavy 
on the deep grass. 

Then ‘all comes, and on the 
high ridges where they have 
lived aloof, in a sort of gentle- 
man’s club, the big bulls feel 
the mating urge, and down they 
come, bugling their warlike 


challenge to the world, I had 
always thought of the bugling 
of a bull elk to be as stentorian 
as the sound of the last trump, 
but instead it is a high, thin 
keening, a piercing shriek end- 
ing with a gutteral honk, honk, 
honk, And the picture shows the 
bulls as they round up their 
harems, and the frustration of 
the young challengers as they 
try to steal a mate or two of 
their own from the old fathers 
of the herd. 

The picture ends, as it appro- 
priately should, in one of the 
most magnificent fights between 
two maddened beasts I ever saw 
on the screen, the old bull and 
the young challenger in a battle 
to the death for the favor of the 
ladies. 

The clash of their steel-hard 
antlers is like the clang of 
broadswords, and they tear up 
the earth with their pounding 
hooves. But bless my soul if, 
while the challenger and the 
champion are fighting it out, 
two or three dapper young 
blades don’t come wandering up 
to drive the cows off for them- 
selves. And when the two bat- 
tlers finally stop pushing each 
other around, there’s nobody 
there but them and the snow is 
beginning to fall and it’s time to 
go back to the lowlands again. 
Which just goes to prove I guess, 
that ladies are undependable, 
even lady elks. 

It’s called “The Olympic Elk,” 
and it starts Thursday at the 
Rialto, and for anybody who

: WASHINGTON—Big business operators ac- 
tive here in Congress on what might be called 


“sleeper” 


projects, 


while public interest is 


diverted to the more spicy arena of political conflict in this elec- 
tion year, include railroad interests as well as the “tidelands 
oil” grab. The railroads are back with a slew of bills such as has 
not been seen in a long time to get themselves further “shed” of 
government scrutiny and regulation, thus carrying another step 
forward the campaign begun with the Reed-Bulwinkle act of a 
few years back that permitted exemption from the antitrust laws. 
They are powerful in Congress, as was exemplified when that 
body overrode your President’s veto of that measure. 


That can happen again. Nor 
is this some faraway, technical 
business, this proposed railroad 
legislation. It goes right to your 
cost of living, now heavily in- 
flated. For freight rates go into 
the cost of practically every- 
thing you use and, among these 
bills, also are some to hamstring 
such competing transportation 
agencies as waterways and 
trucks, upon which the farmer, 
among others, relies. 


Biggest pressure is concen- 
trated behind two bills now 
subject, along with the others, 
to public hearings by the Sen- 
ate interstate commerce com- 
mittee, S. 2518 and S. 2519, 
sponsored by Senators Bricker 
(Rep., Ohio), Capehart (Rep., 
Ind.) and O’Conor (Dem., 
Md.). Amendments to exist- 
ing law, they would weaken 
still further the regulatory 
powers of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission which, as 
everybody around here knows, 
are flimsy enough now. 


The commission ts recognized 
as railroad-minded, so much s0, 
in fact, that the Justice depart= 
ment has had to step in on be~ 
half of the public on several oc- 
casions and get the courts to re- 
verse ICC rulings patently dis- 
criminatory in favor of the rail- 
roads, notably in cases involv- 
ing water carriers. 

These proposed changes, 
which would amend Section 
15-A of the Interstate Commerce 
Act and substitute a new Sec- 
tion 15-B, grew largely out of a 
“report” of a Senate Interstate 
Commerce subcommittee that 
investigated domestic land and 
water transportation. 

There is an interesting story 
behind this report. It is a one- 
man job by Senator Bricker, 
since the subcommittee chair- 
man, former Senator Myers 
(Dem., Pa.), was defeated for 
re-election, Senator Bricker 
himself is sympathetic always 
to the railroad viewpoint. His 
law firm, Bricker, Marburger, 
Evatt and Barton, received fees 
of over $100,000 from the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in the three 
years, 1948, 1949, 1950, respec- 
tively, $25,000, $40,000 and $38- 
854, according to the firm’s offi- 


cial and public report to the. 


ICC, ' 

Senator Johnson (Dem., 
Colo.), interstate commerce 
committee chairman, explained 


in a foreword to the report that 
the committee has authorized 
its issuance “with reservations” 
and said its conclusions and 
recommendations are “extreme- 
ly controversial.” However, it 
has become sort of a handbook 
for the railroads in making their 
case. 

The proposed amendments are 
far-reaching. They would per- 
mit railroads, acting by regions, 
districts or other groups, to 
raise their rates themselves td 
meet any new expenses, such as 
wages, costs of materials and 
the like, merely by certifying 
such expenses to the ICC. Nor 
could the rates, which would go 


- into effect in not less than 30 


days, be suspended by the ICC, 
as now, though the commission 
later, on its own motion or com- 
plaint, could investigate the in- 
creases and take what action it 
saw fit to modify them. 

Many present requirements in 
the law to protect the public 
interest are eliminated by the 
amendments, such as economi- 
cal management, transportation 
at the lowest cost consistent 
with the service furnished, and 
the effect of rate changes on the 
movement of traffic.

2 cups sugar 
2 eggs 
142 cups milk 
4 squares chocolate 
2 cups flour 
%4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup nut meats 
Thoroughly cream shortening 
with vanilla. Add sugar by tea- 
spoonfuls and cream well after 
each addition. (This is very im- 
portant.) Beat eggs slightly; add 
part of them to above mixture. 
Combine remainder of eggs 
with milk. Melt chocolate slowly 
and add to sugar mixture.
